time from the Receipt of the {ame to the Poſts going, is not in any kind 
{uffictent for ſuch a foul and villanous Practice. 

Ir is therefore heartily intreated of all that have reſpe&t ro Truth and 
Juſtice, that in love to the Honour and Reputation of their Majeſties Go- 
vernment, and to Juſtice it elf, they would delire every one whom they 
{hall hear celling and diſperſing the aforeſaid Scandals upon the ſaid Office, 
to diſcover the Authors and Inventers of the ſame : And it any can be found 
who have the bold Malice to affirm any of the aforeſaid Falſhoods, con- 
cerning the Maſter of the ſaid Office, or any other Of{hcers thereunto be- 
longing, he or they reporting the ſame, ſhall be put upon the Juſtification 
thereof in the due Courſe of the Law, or otherwiſe to Pay ſuch Damages 
as ſhall be judg'd an{werable to their odious Offence.
